L. Cole, are being1 congratulated over 
the big victory they won in the su- 
preme court of the United States yes- 
terday in securing an affirmation of 
that'court of the judgment of the 
supreme court of Pennsylvania in the 
case of the Puritan Coal Mining com- 
pany against the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. This case' had been tried in 
the Clearfield 
county 
courts and a 


verdict had been 
rendered for the 


plaintiffs in that court. The Penn- 
sylvania 
railroad 
appealed to the 


state superior court, which 
affirmed 


the verdict in the lower court, and 
then the case was taken to the United 
States supreme court, which yester- 
day upheld the state court. ' 


This was an action for damages 


claimed by the Puritan 
Coal com- 


pany for discrimination in furnishing 
coal cars, and resulted in a verdict 
for 
the 
plaintiff 
for 
$74,323.88, 


which carries interest from December 
29, 1911. 
The plaintiff's mines were 


located in Cambria county and those 
of its 
competitors in 
Somerset 


county. The contention was that the 
railroad 
company 
had favored the 


competitors of the Puritan company 
by secret devices of various kinds in 
the distribution of coal cars, by which 
the competitors got a very large pro- 
portion of the bituminous coal busi- 
ness during a time of 
abnormally 


high prices in the coal trade. 


Puritan Coal company's action was 


brought to -recover what it had lort 
on account of the unlawful diverting 
of its share of the car supply to its 
competitors.

verdict had been 
rendered for the 


plaintiffs in that court. The Penn-

railroad 
appealed to the

States supreme court, which yester- 
day upheld the state court. ' 


This was an action for damages 


claimed by the Puritan 
Coal com- 


pany for discrimination in furnishing 
coal cars, and resulted in a verdict

which carries interest from December 
29, 1911. 
The plaintiff's mines were 


located in Cambria county and those 
of its

county. The contention was that the

had favored the 


competitors of the Puritan company 
by secret devices of various kinds in 
the distribution of coal cars, by which 
the competitors got a very large pro- 
portion of the bituminous coal busi- 
ness during a time of 
abnormally 


high prices in the coal trade. 


Puritan Coal company's action was 


brought to -recover what it had lort 
on account of the unlawful diverting 
of its share of the car supply to its 
competitors.
